2, The Ca;ochoslovsilc dologation lod by .Sv9bo4a has 
ttri4ved in Moscow and has boisrn roccived by .Soviet leaders 
Includtuff Drbzhnev, Kosygln and Podgorny, Accoxjdina to tho 
TASS announcemont, tho guosts got full red carpet treatment 
at tho airport, with a guard of honor, an a'r^tiiaery salut'd 
and cheering crowds brought out for tho occasion. This w'U^ 
the first appoarance in public of the top..Soviot leaders since

Soviet tanks continue to occupy all brida'cs , * but automobiles 
were permitted to pass^ Another one-hour protest strike 
began at 1200 Prague time (0700 EOT), One press' report states 
that Sovi^>t tanks rumblccl down the deserted 'streets firing 
"warning shots" into the air* * ' 

4,. .The U. S. Attache in Prague, after a trip through 
the city on 22 August, reported that there ftro 3b',OO0 occupatiou 
troops and COO tanks in Prague. These troops hay have been 
reinforced since tho report. He reported that Prague is 
occupied by one Soviet tar.lc division, one Soviet motorized 
rifle division and oi\e Soviet airborne division (slijjhtly 




unclorstpo.n^th) , Soverai Polirsh units — including;' aovno air- 
borne troops— -and Bul^:\rian units or battalion si/sc arc 
also in tho city. The attache has received reports frort:
